Program Content 

HTGrubby broadcast daily this period except for 22 and 25 August due to 
the interruption caused by the change of saf ©house site. Among the more 
prominent subjects treated were the series of articles on the Communist 
violation of the United Nations Human Rights, the ridiculing of Zeri 1 
Popullit and Bashkin! on their anniversary and the denunciation of reli- 
gion persecution by the Communists. A technique used tviae this period 
was the recording of Enver Hoxha’s speeches and then retransmitting parts 
of the actual speech interrupted by our comments. 



Reception in Albania 



There were no new sources of information concerning our reception in 
Albania, but there was some evide ce of jamming which tended to lend some 
confirmation that jam ming equipment had been received in Albania as stated 
in the previous monthly report.

a, Dummy drop and leaflet raid 

Two containers and 5 bartons of leaflets were dropped over Northern 
DWAAHOQ on the night of 2/5 September from a B-26 aircraft* Apart from pro- 
viding training for the covert plane crew in the B-26, this mission was de- 
signed to divert and harass KMNAAHOO security forces* One of the two containers 
carried about 75 lbs* of ice that would melt leaving only a cargo parachute to 
suggest agent activity in the area. The other eontainer was packed with two 
enigmatic pieces of useless machinery and a message to a notional agent con- 
cerning their use* Wo hope these items will confound local poliee and be sent 
to Iyeoum for analysis* Details of this mission wore forwarded in S(JAA<£29, 

b, Apple resupply missions 

Two missions were flown during September in an attempt to resupply 
Apple Team, The C-47 aircraft was used as both B-26*s were unavailable to 
BQFIMD, On the first mission, the night of 5/6 September, the erew was 
unable to locate the DZ« The second mission, flown the following night, 
proved successful. The DZ was spotted and 4 containers on two parachutes 
were dropped to the team. Among the supplies wore one complete RS-1 agent 
set and one extra HS-1 transmitter unit* We have not yet reoeived word from 
the team on the receipt of these supplies*

3.' OPERATIONS 
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(1) w/T message exchanges 37 through 53 were cade during this report 

period o Exchanges 35 and 36, mentioned in the preceding monthly surrey 
report, were forwarded with 37, 36, 39 , 40, and 41 in SGAA-49. Exchanges 
42 through 49 were forwarded in SOAA-233. 50 through 53 will be forwarded 

at a later date. The eontaets were established to 15, 16, 16, 24, 27 and 
26 August and 3, 5, and 6 September. Apple earn up on the air again the 
12th of September but could not bear base, 

(2) Highlights of the Month’s exchanges are* 

(a) Arrangements for the September resupply drop. 

(b) The word that a search for Identity (1) has been unsuccessful 

and confirmation ef previous information that he is In TPR6AGH. 

(e) Some information on TPBOACH activities, FJSTBAL advisors 

and 0.8. 

(3) We determined that the transmitting unit of tho Hs-l was not in- 
cluded in the 4 August resupply drop and provided an extra unit in the 6 
September resupply, (Details of this drop nay be found in SGAA- ). 

(4) A suspicion that Apple might be controlled has boon partially 
dieepolled tyr the successful resupply drop of 6 September, we have ashed 
Apple to send out a courier so we can get a fi rst hand account of Apple’s 
operations since the exfiltration ef AXBOHSTER. 

b. Pine Tree Team 

Big Pina, Little Pine and 8TOEF0TE were dispatched to Harvard for re- 
settlement 26 August per Q. 23 UDEFIHE, who was dispatched to JBBQMER 
7 August to serve as translator for KMWAAHQO W/T trainees, was unacceptable 
to C- J per SFBAB 6259. We asked, in C_ _JJ , that he be turned over to 
Harvard t»r resettlement.

(1) The first Willow mission eat arid KMKAAHDO on 14 Juno and exfilt rated 
on tho 9th of July, 1952. The debriefing of the team following this mission 
was forwarded in 1766-CAOWU 0 



(2) After a period 
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(2) After a period of rest, Willow reentered JQWAAHOO the 25th of 
August and returned Intact to LG FLAKE on the night of 11—12 September* 

They will be flown from the border to LCDRINK for debriefing during the 
week of 15 September* The briefing for willow »s second mission was trans- 
mitted in SGAA-197* The debriefing will be sumnarised by cable and pouehed 
in full as soon as possible* 

d. cedar Tree Team 

After the physical breakdown ef one of this team's two members at 
the KMWAAHQO border, described in the preceding monthly surrey report, both 
of the team members were moved to a safe area of LCFLAKR to await restaging* 

The demand of ether operational requirements on our limited facilities and 
personnel has prevented further action with this team to date* wo intend to 
attempt another infiltration of Cedar later in the fall, if time permits* The 
final decision ms Cedar can not be made until more details on the projected 
RHCASTDKJ operation are at hand* 

e* ftejygejeam 

(1) The Fig Tree Team, comprised of AIHWISE ( leader) , HHDOLLAR (w/f ) , 
AIRBORHE, AIRBRAKE, AIRBRED and AIRBUILT, was assembled at the BQFIKND 
safe house on the 12th of September* They will be moved to the frontier 
o/a 22 September after a week of training, briefing and equipping* Fig's 
destination is the Identity (2) area where they will attempt to establish 
a w/T base and a system of dead drops primarily for the collection of 
information having propaganda value* They will also attempt to determine 
the degree of disaffection in government circles in the area* 

(2) The preparation ef Fig for infiltration at this time was made 
possible ly the receipt of provisional operational clearances from 
ZRMETAL in DIR 13319* A delay until 1 October (per DIR 17355) would 
possibly have prevented us from completing our operational schedule be- 
fore the advent of winter weather* 

This two man team was briefed and equipped in LCDRINK and flown to 
the border on 10 September for infiltration* The LOFLAKE service has not yet 
advised us that the team has entered KNWAAHOO* We aatielpate Obsession will 
be able to enter KNWAAHOO, execute its mission and exfiltrate again within a 
month's time* 

g. Second RNCASTBKl Team 

We have been notified by CL LL\ in CL , that 

RNOASTING will provide 2 more high-level agents for infiltration by &3FIEND 
this year* Plans for this operation will be formulated upon receipt of 
details*

amount of attention in the LGFLAKE press*

Tea— to us* The paucity of useful information contained in these doou- 
nents raises another serious doubt of VALUABLE'* interest In fulfilling 
its co— ltnsgts to us* Having been able to conduct our own debriefing of 
Scrutiny we can sake an aeeurute comparison.
